E.S.G. Robinson attributes this issue to the period of the Second Punic War. Scholars have discussed the presence of the elephant on the 
reverse of this fraction and on other Hannibalic and rebel Italian city issues. According to literary sources, only one of the original ele- 
phants survived beyond 217 BC. If we accept this statement made by Polybius, how can we explain the wish to draw attention to these 
animals which were totally unsuccessful in the outcome of the war? Propaganda is one possible explanation, as Hannibal was hoping for 
reinforcements, Alternatively, the beast might have featured in a family coat of arms and could therefore have been used as a symbol of 
Hannibal himself,

The presence of Achelous on the reverse of the Neapolitan issues makes plausible the hypothesis of recognizing Parthenope in the 
female head on obverse: in fact the sources give Achelous (Liban. Narr. 2/: cf- Lukianos sa/t. 50) as father of the Sirens, whom he 
would have begot on Sterope (Apollod. hib/. 1[63] 7, 10), on the Muse Terpsichore (Serv. Aen. 5, 864) or on earth fecundated by the 
blood that issued from the horn which Heracles broke during combat (Liban. /.c.). Their death by suicide would have been the result of 
vexation at their failure to lure Odysseus with their melodies (Homer, Odvssey XII, 39). The body of Parthenope. from which Neapolis 
derives its poetic name (Verg. georg 4, 563-564), was stranded by the waves on the Neapolitan shores, not far from the islands where 
they dwelled. The local townsfolk buried her (“Neapolis Chalcidensium, Parthenope a tumulo appellata’, Pliny, Hist. Nat. 116 62) and 
erected a temple in her honour (Dionysius Perieg. 357-8), The importance of the cult is attested by Timaeus, who relates of a visit to 
Parthenope’s tomb by the Athenian navarch Diotimus during the Peloponnesian war (/FGH 566 Timaeus F98). The presence on the 
reverse of Nike crowning Achelous may hint at the games held in her name (cf. Schol. Ad Lycophron, 732-737).

This nomos bears witness to the alliance between “Sirinos” and “Pyx” (the two legends appear engraved in the centre of obverse of the 
coin and in the lower quadrant on the reverse respectively). The word “Sirinos” was at one time thought to be an adjective referring to 
Siri, a city on the lonian coast that was well known for its wealth and which was destroyed by the coalition of Sybaris, Metapontum and 
Croton in the years 570-560 BC. Paola Zancani Montuoro, however, believes that the word in question ts a noun and, for a variety of 
reasons, argues that a city called “Sirinos” (of the Sirini, population from Lucania of which Pliny the Elder speaks in his “Naturalis 
historia” IL 15, 97) existed and was situated about 30 km from Policastro. [t has probably been identified in the ruins of a vast inhabited 
area on a rocky peak which stretches along the valley of Lauria near Rivello and which is still Known as “The City”. Policastro Busen- 
tino is the modern name for “Pyx” (Pyxoes), the ancient Lucanian city (on the eponymous bay of Tirreno, now known as the gulf of 
Policastro, in the province of Salerno). The alliance of the two cities, based on commerce, testifies to Pixunte’s importance for Sybari’s 
commercial activity in the VI century (bear in mind that literary sources date its foundation by Micitus to 471). The bull looking back- 
ward, and the coin’s weight, are typical of Sybaritic coins.

This didrachm, the work of the master engraver Hyl., which was noted by Jenkins and Westermark as being “of great beauty and sen- 
suous charm” relates on both the obverse and reverse to the Camarina’s local cults. The personification of the river Hipparis, at whose 
estuary the city was founded, appears on the obverse: his young head facing left, short hair cropped close to his head, decorated with a 
double headband. A small horn on his forehead symbolises his fluvial divinity. On the reverse side, a female figure reclines elegantly on 
a swan which is taking flight across the waves. With her right arm, she clasps the creature's neck and in her left she holds the hem of her 
tunic, which is billowing in the wind. Her feet are depicted resting one on the other, perhaps in order to give a sense of firmness to her 
grip during the voyage. The engraver has succeeded admirably in creating a general air of Camarina, or perhaps the river Hipparis ttself. 
The interpretation of the scene on the reverse of the coin is still a matter of debate: it is now widely accepted that the female figure is the 
nymph Camarina, eponymous with the city on the southern coast of Sicily. The personification of the city in the form of a nymph ap- 
pears on silver coins issued from 461 to 405, the year in which Camarina was destroyed by the Carthagenians.

This beautiful tetradrachm is the work of the “Maestro della Foglia”, dubbed thus for his habit of “signing” his work with a special type 
of leaf, instead of the usual initials or name: on the left hand side of the reverse of this coin we find an apion leaf next to the neatly 
designed head of Apollo, wearing a laurel crown in his hair. Apart from guaranteeing the authenticity (sphragis) of the master engraver, 
the apion leat motif (an apion crown was also first prize for winners of the games of Nemea in Argolis), is coherent with the image of 
Apollo as discoverer of the healing effects of plants, a quality which the god shared with Esculapius, according to the great Pythagoras, 
as Pliny the Elder informs us (Naturalis Historia XXV, 13).

At the time around 415 B.C. from which this coin dates (the years of the Peleponnesian war between Athens and Sparta: 431-404 B.C.), 
Naxos, the oldest Greek settlement in Sicily, founded in 736 B.C, by Chalcidians led by Tucles on the oriental coast of the island, joined 
the league of the island’s lonian cities against Syracuse and remained true to Athens throughout the conflict, until the defeat of Assinaro 
(413 B.C.). Although the types represented (head of Dionysus on the obverse and squatting Silenus on the reverse) are the same as those 
on earlier issues, their treatment is quite different. The profile of the god appears more realistic and human, even somewhat subdued. 
Silenus’ left arm, no longer tensed to support his body, rests more easily on his left leg and holds a long thyrsus. The presence 
of an ivy plant on the left side of the coin further emphasises the Dionysian motif, emerging as it does from a rough boulder on which 
Silenus leans and drapes his short equine tail.

The extraordinary gold coinage of Panticapeum may be seen as the response of a commercially powerful city to the mass issues of 
Macedonian Attic-weight staters after c, 345 as an attempt to make its money more acceptable in a competitive market. This 1s the 
opinion of Minns, Schytians and Greeks, which may well concur with that of Zograph, BAR suppl. 33, 1977, i.e. that this issue was 
minted to circulate with Cyzicene electrum staters of equal value.The reverse type shows the griffin, traditional guardian of precious 
ore, ina defensive stance.

This denarius and the preceding one testify to the definitive adoption and the ensuing appointment of Tiberius as Augustus” heir. It ts 
worth mentioning how the minting of this extremely rare issue occurred so shortly before the death of the emperor, about whose demise 
various leading inferences have been made. We indeed know from sources that Augustus retired to Nola and, suspicious of his 
entourage, would eat only figs from his gardens. All the same, this cautious diet did not save him from a possible death by poisoning. 
Some have suggested the involvement of Livia, a powerful and controversial personality who may have been the shadowy orchestrator 
behind at least some of the inexplicable deaths of many heirs previously appointed by Augustus. The first to succumb to a 
sudden and questionable disease, in 23 BC, was his nephew Marcellus, son of the emperor's sister Octavia and most loved potential heir. 
Next in line for succession was now Agrippa, but he also was not to outlive the Emperor, for an untimely albeit natural death took him in 
12 BC. Then it was the turn of Agrippa’s son Lucius Caesar, who died of a suspicious illness in Gaul in 2 AD, his brother Gaius having 
died two years previously of a too fatal wound while at war in the East. Agrippa Postumus, younger brother of Gaius and Lucius, thus 
became the last male descendent of the Emperor who, if the truth be told, despised him for his intractability and madness, to the point of 
promoting a “senatus consultu” to have him transferred to an island, in perpetual isolation and surrounded by a body of soldiers (Suet., 
Augusti Vita, 65), But after Augustus’ death the position of Agrippa, next of blood, as legitimate heir — madness notwithstanding — 
could not be challenged and so he was immediately disposed of by one of his guardians. Tiberius’ path to the throne was finally clear.

Comparing her to your 
spouse [Plotina], one would be led to ponder what might be more efficacious to living a life of virtue, receiving a model upbringing or a 
lucky birth [...]. All the more worthy of the highest praise, then, must be the fact that no objection or quarrel whatsoever arose between 
two women of identical social status, living in the same household’, 

Trajan gave her name to two new colonies: Colonia Ulpia Marciana Traiana (= Thamugadi) and Marcianopolis (= Pvovadya) in Moe- 
sia Inf. Although she initially refused the title of Augusta, she accepted it in 105. She was deified at her death. In the inscription on the 
Arch of Ancona she is called diva, therefore in 115 she was no longer alive and had already been consecrated; furthermore it seems that 
in 119 Hadrian added some halls commemorating Marciana and Plotina to a temple dedicated to Matidia.

Diocletian received the purple from the Army of the East after the death of Numerian late in 248, but could consider himself the sole 
master of the empire only after Carinus was dispatched from the scene, killed by a brother officer after the battle of Margum, near 
Verona in 285. Awareness of the enormous responsibilities confronting him and the burden of sole command rapidly convinced 
Diocletian that he needed someone to share the weight of problems and the dangers that the empire had to deal with on an almost daily 
basis. His choice fell on a comrade-in-arms, Marcus Aurelius Valerius Maximianus, later known as Maximian Herculius, whom he 
appointed Caesar that same year, and Augustus in the spring of 286. 

NAC is proud to offer this medallion, which seems to represent the quintessence of Diocletian’s political design: to give Maximianus a 
Joint interest in the future of the empire by placing their likenesses side by side on a perfect means of propaganda, such as medallic 
issues were. Diocletian decided to carve the empire in two, with himself ruling the eastern end, and Maximian the western end. To 
strengthen their mutual bond, in the summer of 287 the two Augusti proclaimed themselves sons of Jupiter and Hercules, assuming the 
divine titles of Jovius and Heraclius, their respective patrons, Jupiter being the supreme god of the Roman Pantheon, and Heracles — his 
heroic son — the subduer and peacemaker, instrumental in keeping trouble at bay. The two Seniores Augusti are depicted here without 
any attempt to idealize the features recalling their humble origins, a far cry from the elegance of the Julio-Claudians portraits, or the 
baroque iconography of the Antonini and the Severi: these are the effigies of strong-willed men, ready to come to the point when the 
necessity arose. The reverse shows them sacrificing together at a tripod, with frontal statuettes of Jupiter and Heracles standing on a 
garlanded altar above. Their divine ancestry is confirmed both by the legend and the presence of their protectors on the altar. With the 
sacredness of the scene, we again witness an effectual representation aimed at convincing the world of the concordia and good will 
between the two Augusti, a sure sign of peace for the years to come.

Flavius lulius Crispus, first-born and illegitimate son of Constantine the Great, was appointed Caesar in March 317, and celebrated the 
fifth anniversary of his nomination to Caesar (Quinquennalia) in 321, the year after his participation in the war against the Franks. In 
324 he successfully fought against Licinus and in July 326 was killed at Pola. by order of his father Constantine, in puzzling circumstan- 
ces that can be linked, perhaps, with the death of his stepmother, Fausta Fausta a few months later. An incestuous relationship between 
the two has been contemplated, even if other sources have conjectured Constantine’s jealousy of his son’s mounting military prestige or 
some other, more serious reason for dissent,

The nature and circumstances of issue of this coin and the preceding one, both extremely rare and interesting, are discussed and 
examined closely in an article by our colleague Simon Bendall, soon to be published and quoted here by kind permission of the author. 
It seems that the numeral on the reverse, rather than a value — which is impossible, because all these piece show a similar weight 
would represent years of Vota (soluta i.e., accomplished). These pieces, most likely donativa, would have been struck in cities where the 
emperor stayed during a year of vota. Gratian’s presence at Trier, his base for the campaign agaist the Alamanni from 376 to 378, Is 
attested for the tenth year of his reign, whereas there is no evidence of his stay in Aquileia during his fifteenth year, Therefore, the 
second specimen offered here could well be attributable to Theodosius | who was in the region during September 394, when he routed 
the army of Eugenius and could conceivably have rested at Aquileia after the battle.

The solidus we offer here, apparently unrecorded for its reverse and unique, poses a riddle for its mint and dating. Valentinian IT, born 
in 419 from Flavius Constantius (who was to be emperor for a few months with the name of Constantius III) and Gallia Placidia, 
daughter of Theodosius the Great and step-sister of the Emperors Arcadius and Honorius, was in succession to become Augustus. After 
the misunderstandings between his mother and Honorius, the young Valentinian followed her to Constantinople (423), where 
Theodosius II, son of Arcadius, reigned. On Honorius’ death, Valentinian was first made Caesar at Thessalonica (424) and the following 
year was crowned Augustus in Rome. Now, because of his status, the possibility that the solidus was struck at the Greek mint in 424 
must be ruled out, so one has to look for a later date. We know that on 29 October 437 he married in Constantinople Licinia Eudoxia, 
daughter of Theodosius II (see RIC 267, the solidus struck for the occurrence) and that the couple spent the winter at Thessalonica 
before reaching the imperial court at Ravenna the following year. The presence of Valentinian at Thessalonica thus ascertained, 437 
remains the only possible date of issue of this solidus. It is likely that the piece was struck to emphasise his arrival and/or stay there, 
even if for such an event a reverse with the normal VICTORIA AVGGG legend seems at odds with the circumstances: the type of the 
reverse with the emperor on horseback (cf. Honorius, RIC X 1202, Marcianus, MIRB 1), would suggest something other than a sojourn. 
Finally, it is worth pointing out that the peculiar make of the coin sets it apart from the usual style of Thessalonica, in that it is more 
reminiscent of one of the empire's western mints.

The names Eudocia or Eudoxia were common to three empresses who are often difficult to tell apart, due to the fact that the image 
appearing on the coins is only partially personalised and the styling of their hair is typical of that period: the first, Aelia Eudoxia, who 
married Arcadius in 395 and was Theodosius II’s mother, is remembered for her conflict with the writer Johannes Chrisostomus, 
Patriarch of Constantinople (perhaps due to her lapsed habits and interference in church affairs). She died during childbirth in 404 AD. 
The second. Aelia Eudocia/xia, wife of Theodosius II, was mother of the third, Licinia (Aelia) Eudoxia, whose solidus is presented here. 
Theodosius II arranged her marriage to her cousin Valentinianus III in 437. Historical sources, in particular the Chronicon Paschale, 
emphasise Licinia’s grace, beauty and elegance, her striking wide eyes, pale skin and blonde ringlets. She founded the church of San 
Pietro in Vincoli, in Rome.

INTRODUCTION 
The present volume, a companion work to my publication of a year 
avo, The Coinage of the Doges of Venice”, is intended to give to col 


lectors ancl stucenes of che Venetian serics as comprehnsiveas possible 


a catalowue of all che ocher issues produced by che city from the end of 


the XVch cencury until 1866, The known material has been set out in 
four principal groups, one and two dealing with che osell of, respecti- 
vely, Venice herself and the island of Murano. Group three considers 
the difficule and complex “anonimuos coinage”, all those series of coins 
without Doge's names issued by Venice from the early 1400's uncil

nages of Catherina Corner in Cyprus and the Sanudo family in the 
Dodecannese on account of their close political and historical tres with 
contemporary Venetian issues.
